The 
North of England Banking Company has even exceeded this re- 
sult, having shown a net profit of fifteen per cent. per annum at 
its first half-yearly meeting; and the Carlisle and Cumberland 
Bank goes on steadily, realising a profit of about fen per cent. 
Even the Northern and Central Bank‘appears likely to retrieve its 
affairs, and to continue its business, upon a modified plan, with 
advantage to the shareholders. 

The preceding brief review of the results reported during the last 
two or three weeks to the usual periodical meetings of the pro- 
prietors, demonstrates the capabilities of Joint-Stock Banks ina 
manner more convincing than argument; it requires no comment 
or explanation to make the successful operations of these establish- 
ments intelligible, nor can there be any fallacy in results which de- 
clare themselves in language so plain and self-evident.
